The Author, 
who had himſelf been upon the ſpot, deſcribes at length the fitu- 
ation, extent, and produce of that ſolitary Iſland; ſketches out 
the natural hiſtory of the birds of ſeaſon that tranſmigrate 
thither annually, and relates the fingular cuſtoms that till 
prevailed among the Inhabitants : à race of people, then the

To Prangers they are extremely hoſpitable, and no leſs chari- 
table to their own poor; for 200% relief each family in the 
Iſland contributes its ſhare monthly, and at every feſtival 
ſends them beſides a portion of mutton or beef.
